This  is  achiev¬ 
ed  by  presenting  Latin  plays,  singing  Latin 
songs,  putting  on  Roman  fashion  shoes, 
and  giving  special  lectures  or  demonstra¬ 
tions  explaining  the  classical  Roman  cul¬ 
tures  and  traditions. 

The  club  initiates  it  new  members  by  hold¬ 
ing  a  “slave  auction"  in  which  the  senior 
club  members  purchase  the  initiates  and 
make  them  perform  a  number  of  unusual 
services  throughout  the  initiation  night  and 
the  following  day  at  school. 

In  May  the  TCR  holds  its  annualbanquet 
at  which  the  Latin  I  students  are  responsi¬ 
ble  for  serving  their  masters,  and  everyone 
is  clothed  in  the  ancient  Roman  fashions.
